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OVERNOR'S      MESSAGE 


Twenty  years  ago  as  a  state  legislator,  I  introduced  a  bill  to  create  a  state  arts  council. 
I  did  so  because  I  believe  firmly  in  the  worth  of  the  arts  both  to  the  individual  and  to 
the  society  as  a  whole.  The  arts  have  been  an  important  part  of  my  life.  In  the  early 
1950s  I  played  the  trumpet  in  the  Brookline  High  School  Band.  Later,  I  married  into 
an  artistic  family  —  my  wife  was  a  dancer,  my  father-in-law  a  musician  and  conductor. 
This  artistic  tradition  continued  in  our  son,  whose  early  interest  in  the  arts  blossomed 
into  an  acting  career. 

Although  the  legislation  carried  an  appropriation  of  just  $25,000,  it  sparked 
spirited  debate  in  both  houses.  Peter  Ustinov,  the  world-famous  actor,  came  to  Boston 
and  argued  in  its  favor.  Finally,  the  bill  passed  and  the  agency  was  created. 

But  I  could  not  imagine  then  what  has  become  today's  Massachusetts  Council 
on  the  Arts  and  Humanities,  the  nation's  second-largest  state  arts  council,  and,  we 
like  to  think,  the  best. 

It  is  a  measure  of  the  confidence  placed  in  the  Council  over  the  intervening  two 
decades  that  its  programs  have  increased  15 -fold,  and  its  budget  from  a  modest 
$25,000  to  $16.3  million. 

The  Council  has  contributed  to  the  success  stories  of  many  of  the  1,500 
cultural  institutions  and  some  17,000  artists  in  Massachusetts  with  its  innovative 
funding  programs,  first-rate  planning,  and  determined  advocacy  for  the  arts  and  for 
artists. 

Along  the  way  the  Council  has  become  an  acknowledged  national  leader  in 
support  of  the  contemporary  and  design  arts,  in  arts  education,  in  the  financial 
stabilization  of  cultural  organizations,  and  in  increasing  corporate  support  for  the 
arts. 

The  people  of  the  Commonwealth  have  a  cultural  life  of  which  they  should  be 
proud.  And  they  should  be  proud  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  which  has  done  so  much  to  sustain  that  precious  cultural  life.

XECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


The  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  this  year  marks  its  twentieth 
anniversary.  We  have  in  this  milestone  edition  of  the  annual  report  an  opportunity  to 
reflect  upon  where  we've  come  from  and  where  we're  going.  In  the  next  section  we 
will  review  the  Council's  accomplishments  over  the  past  twenty  years.  But  first  I'd 
like  to  discuss  the  future — into  the  next  twenty  years  and  beyond. 

The  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  have  laid  a  solid  foundation  of  support  for 
cultural  development  during  the  past  two  decades.  Since  the  inaugural  year  of  1966, 
the  Council's  budget  has  grown  from  $62,053  to  $16.3  million.  Massachusetts  is 
now  the  leading  state  in  the  nation  in  the  percentage  of  state  resources  dedicated  to 
culture;  we  rank  second  in  per  capita  support. 

This  phenomenal  growth  would  have  been  impossible  without  the  phalanx  of 
support  we've  enjoyed  from  our  political  leadership.  I  wish  every  community  arts 
administrator  could  hear  Governor  Michael  Dukakis  articulate  the  importance  of 
community-based  cultural  programs  and  cultural  education  for  schoolchildren.  I 
wish  every  Massachusetts  artist  working  alone  in  his  or  her  studio  could  have  been 
with  me  in  Washington  to  hear  Senate  President  William  Bulger's  eloquent  argument 
for  expansion  of  the  budget  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  Everyone 
should  know  more  of  Speaker  George  Keverian's  sincere  and  enduring  commitment 
to  the  arts. 

The  Council  and  the  cultural  community  at  large  must  never  take  this  level  of 
political  support  for  granted.  We  must  use  it  wisely  to  ensure  that  our  resources  will 
propel  the  work  of  artists  and  cultural  institutions  forward  in  the  public  interest. 

As  I've  indicated,  we've  laid  the  foundation.  We  must  now  work  harder  to  get 
our  initiatives  fully  funded.  We  must  recognize  the  special  characteristics  of  philan- 
thropy in  Massachusetts;  that  our  cultural  institutions  in  a  very  real  sense  compete 
for  finite  resources  with  more  than  100  colleges  and  universities  and  with  non-profit 
medical  and  research  centers  of  international  stature.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  political 
leadership  has  made  this  recognition.  We  need,  of  course,  greater  participation  from 
state  government  and  from  private  donors  to  meet  new  challenges. 


Particularly,  we  need  more  support  to  advance  the  contemporary  arts.  We  are 
endowed  with  many  fine  cultural  institutions.  Yet  few  of  them  are  committed  to  the 
presentation  of  contemporary  work.  We  have  in  Massachusetts  a  serious  vacuum  in 
presenting  the  work  of  our  time  and  a  lamentable  lack  of  support  for  the  work  of 
living  artists.  My  encounters  with  Massachusetts  artists  too  often  leave  me  with 
mixed  feelings  —  elation  at  the  quality  of  their  work  and  depth  of  their  commitment 
and  depression  with  the  knowledge  of  the  working  conditions  they  endure.  The 
shortage  of  suitable  live/work  space  for  artists  is  reaching  crisis  proportions  in 
Massachusetts.  When  artists  are  priced  out  of  the  housing  market  and  go  elsewhere, 
we  lose  a  part  of  our  cultural  vitality. 

We  must  enrich  our  cultural  life  with  the  contributions  of  women  and  people 
of  color  and  ethnicity.  Sadly,  I  must  report  that  inclusion  remains  a  major  priority 
for  the  Council  rather  than  an  accomplished  fact.  Few  institutions  have  more  than 
token  representation  of  minorities  and  women  on  their  boards  and  in  leadership 
positions  on  their  staffs.  This  translates  to  only  a  glancing  attention  to  presenting  the 
work  of  women  and  minority  artists;  to  audiences  which  have  remained  too  homo- 
geneous for  too  long.  More,  minority  cultural  organizations  still  face  serious  disad- 
vantages in  the  competition  for  philanthropic  support. 

We  must  insinuate  better  design  into  the  planning  and  building  of  our  cities 
and  towns  —  the  buildings  and  landscapes  that  make  up  our  public  environment. 
The  Council's  new  Design  and  Development  program  is  working  with  local  govern- 
ments, other  state  agencies,  and  the  development  community  to  improve  the  visual 
quality  of  the  Commonwealth.  Good  design  should  become  part  of  our  everyday 
experience. 

We  must  ensure  that  the  arts  are  a  vital  part  of  public  school  curricula.  While 
the  Council's  programs  have  brought  cultural  institutions  and  artists  into  the  learning 
process,  schools  have  at  the  same  time  been  cutting  back  on  their  music,  art,  and 
drama  programs.  In  many  cases  these  cuts  have  been  so  drastic  that  there  is  virtually 
no  instruction  in  the  arts. 

The  Council  cannot  be  the  source  of  art  education.  We  can  only  supplement 
what  the  schools  are  doing.  The  paucity  of  serious  art  education  is  a  problem  so 
urgent  that  the  Department  of  Education  and  local  school  committees  must  intervene 
if  we  are  to  have  educated  audiences,  artists,  and  patrons  for  the  future. 

It  is  important  also  to  see  Massachusetts  as  part  of  the  larger  cultural  world; 
to  learn  from  the  experience  of  others  as  we  proceed. 

The  cultural  landscape  of  the  United  States  has  changed  radically  over  the  past 
20  years;  culture  has  been  regionalized.  Cities  once  drab  and  lifeless  have  developed 
a  cultural  vitality.  One  can  no  longer  talk  of  urban  planning  without  talking  about 
cultural  planning.  Decades  ago,  the  nation's  cultural  capitals  were  Boston,  New 
York,  and  Philadelphia.  Now,  no  one  is  surprised  by  the  cultural  feats  of  Minneapolis, 
Santa  Fe,  Chicago,  San  Francisco.  It  is  possible  to  find  exhibitions  of  the  highest 
quality  in  Minneapolis,  world-class  opera  in  Houston,  international  dance  festivals 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  outstanding  theatre  in  Louisville.  Chicago  with  its  customary 


gusto  has  recently  emerged  as  an  international  capital  for  the  visual  arts.  Museums 
and  performing  arts  centers  are  the  new  standard  bearers  in  American  cities  of  all 
sizes.  Community-based  cultural  groups  are  forging  ahead  in  every  part  of  America. 

These  trends  mean  sharply  increased  competition  and  the  potential  loss  for 
Massachusetts  of  its  cultural  hegemony.  The  competition  for  dollars  and  talent  is 
becoming  fierce.  Dallas  boasts  that  it  will  be  the  nation's  third  leading  cultural  center 
by  the  year  2000.  Minneapolis  business  leaders  give  substantial  support  to  major 
artistic  programs,  thus  making  their  institutions  more  competitive  for  federal  and 
national  foundation  dollars. 

With  so  much  leadership  and  so  many  dollars  being  invested  in  cultural  devel- 
opment around  the  country,  how  can  the  Commonwealth  restore  a  competitive  edge 
to  its  cultural  sector?  Quite  simply,  we  must  revitalize  it.  We  need  to  stimulate  the 
same  emphasis  the  cultural  sector  received  at  the  turn  of  the  century — when  so  many 
important  institutions  were  created,  collections  amassed,  and  energy  directed  to 
building  for  culture. 

The  Council  is  confident  that  the  problems  we  must  tackle  are  problems  creative 
leadership  can  solve.  The  Council  continues  to  seek  partners  who  will: 
Convince  corporations  that  cultural  development  supports  their  own  interests; 
Bring  more  women  and  more  people  of  color  to  the  boards  and  staffs  of  our  cultural 
institutions; 

Help  retain  our  best  artists  who  too  often  leave  for  New  York  or  the  West  Coast. 
Help  establish  better  facilities  for  the  contemporary  arts. 

Help  us  overcome  what  might  be  our  biggest  problem — complacency — the  mistaken 
impression  that  all  the  culture  we  need  is  here,  that  it's  all  been  taken  care  of,  that 
our  generation  doesn't  have  to  tend  to  cultural  development. 

We  have  outlined  the  problems.  We  should  see  them  as  opportunities. 

We  have  within  our  grasp  the  power  to  make  Massachusetts  an  international 
capital  for  culture.  It  is  a  tremendous  task,  but  the  fruits  of  that  effort  can  also  be 
tremendous.

TH     ANNIVERSARY     REPORT 

In  1964,  Governor  Endicott  Peabody  appointed  a  special  commission  to  study  the 
cultural  needs  and  resources  of  the  Commonwealth  and  to  make  recommendations 
based  upon  its  findings.  The  commission  recommended  the  formation  of  a  permanent 
state  council  on  the  arts  and  humanities. 

In  1966,  Representative  Michael  Dukakis  introduced  House  Bill  3334  to  the 
Legislature.  The  bill  called  for  the  founding  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the 
Arts  and  Humanities.  Senate  Majority  Leader  Kevin  Harrington  amended  the  bill  to 
include  a  $25,000  appropriation.  Some  lawmakers  objected  to  spending  state  funds 
on  the  arts  and  humanities,  and  both  houses  gave  the  bill  lengthy  debate.  But  by 
September  1  Governor  John  Volpe  signed  it  into  law. 

The  legislation  reads:  "The  Council  shall  stimulate  the  practice,  study,  and 
appreciation  of  the  arts  and  humanities  in  the  public  interest.  The  Council  shall  make 
such  reviews  or  surveys  as  it  deems  advisable  of  the  facilities,  activities,  and  needs  of 
public  and  private  institutions  and  organizations  within  the  Commonwealth  concerned 
with  the  arts  and  humanities.  It  shall  encourage  and  make  recommendations  concerning 
the  development  on  the  local  level  of  institutions  and  organizations  which  further 
the  practice,  study,  and  appreciation  of  the  arts  and  humanities  in  the  interest  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth." 

The  act  provides  that  the  Council  would  be  made  up  of  fifteen  private  citizens 
who  have  "demonstrated  scholarship  or  creativity  in,  or  distinguished  service  to,  the 
arts  and  humanities."  Appointed  by  the  Governor,  these  citizens  would  serve  for 
staggered,  three  year  terms. 

In  October,  1966,  Governor  Volpe  appointed  the  membership  of  the  first 
Council  with  Jeptha  Wade  as  chairman.  The  Council  then  appointed  Louise  Tate 
acting  executive  director. 

The  Council's  budget  in  that  first  year  was  $62,053  —  $25,000  in  the  state 
appropriation,  $12,053  from  the  newly-formed  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
and  an  additional  $25,000  from  the  Endowment  for  a  cultural  survey  of  Massachusetts.

The  Council  supported  seven  projects  in  fiscal  year  1967.  Its  goals  were  to 
build  audiences  for  culture,  develop  existing  cultural  resources,  and  encourage  working 
artists.  These  projects  included  an  exhibition  of  visual  art  by  young  Massachusetts 
artists;  a  workshop  and  arts  festival  at  Mount  Greylock  College  in  Williamstown; 
admission  subsidies  for  schoolchildren  to  attend  concerts  of  chamber  music  and  a 
Shakespeare  production  sponsored  by  the  North  Shore  Community  Arts  Foundation; 
an  exhibition  and  catalogue  highlighting  acquisitions  by  directors  of  major  New 
England  museums;  and  support  for  a  series  of  radio  programs  which  stressed  the 
playwright's  work  rather  than  any  particular  production. 

The  seventh  project  the  Council  initiated  was  the  survey  suggested  by  House 
Bill  3334.  The  study  set  a  precedent  at  the  Council,  one  still  observed  today:  that  the 
Council  would  plan  its  course  carefully  and  take  action  only  after  serious  dialogue 
with  the  public  and  its  cultural  constituency. 

The  Council  had  few  staff  members  and  its  resources  were  limited.  Research 
was  thus  restricted  to  a  questionnaire  which  was  mailed  to  as  many  artists  and 
cultural  organizations  as  could  be  identified.  The  large  volume  of  responses  and  the 
depth  of  their  insight  were  impressive.  So  much  so  that  the  Council  expanded  the 
findings  into  a  document  which  became  a  major  feature  of  the  agency's  first  annual 
report. 

The  survey  revealed  "remarkable  weaknesses  in  the  arts  and  humanities  in 
Massachusetts."  It  also  revealed  those  issues  which  have  shaped  Council  programming 
for  twenty  years.  And,  when  grouped  by  type,  these  issues  can  still  be  regarded  as 
the  Council's  three  major  challenges  today. 

They  are: 
1  Improving  the  access  of  every  citizen  to  the  arts  and  humanities  and  helping  to  build 
the  institutions  which  deliver  them; 

1  Recognizing  that  cultural  education  is  inseparable  from  cultural  development; 
1  Making  the  Commonwealth  a  supportive  environment  for  the  creation  and  presentation 
of  contemporary  art. 

In  the  succeeding  section,  these  challenges  are  described  with  quotations  from  the 
survey  questionnaires — followed  by  the  Council's  responses  over  the  past  two  decades.

From  an  initial  $62,053,  the  Council's  budget  has  grown  to  $16.3  million, 
nearly  all  of  which  is  spent  in  grants  to  support  cultural  activity. 

"What  is  most  needed  is  overcoming  the  ethnic  and  sociological  barriers  which 
create  the  feeling  that  the  arts  are  for  the  elite." 

Through  its  various  funding  programs,  the  Council  supports  projects  which 
celebrate  diverse  artistic  and  cultural  traditions.  The  Heritage  Program,  which  began 
this  past  year,  is  designed  to  further  extend  the  public's  appreciation  of  the  art  and 
history  of  Afro-American,  Hispanic,  Asian,  Cape  Verdean,  and  Native  American 
peoples. 

The  Council  also  initiated  a  project  in  1985  to  explore  and  perpetuate  folk 
arts:  the  creative  processes  arising  from,  and  sustained  by,  family  life,  neighborhood 
custom,  or  occupational  lore. 

The  Council  makes  grants  to  more  than  400  cultural  institutions  through  its 
Merit  Aid  program.  The  programs  of  these  institutions  reach  into  every  county  and 
almost  certainly  into  the  lives  of  a  majority  of  the  5 . 8  million  residents  of  Massachusetts. 

Council  programs  reach  approximately400,ooo  children  in  public  schools. 
Historic  Conservation,  the  Council's  oldest  funding  program,  has  helped  to  preserve 
precious  artifacts  of  the  long  and  illustrious  history  of  the  Commonwealth.  Through 
its  new  Design  and  Development  program,  the  Council  has  begun  an  ambitious  effort 
to  improve  the  visual  quality  of  buildings  and  public  spaces  in  the  Commonwealth 
by  working  with  cities,  towns,  other  state  agencies,  and  the  design  and  development 
communities. 

The  Council  gives  special  consideration  to  extending  access  to  culture.  The

program  are  directed  at  new  or  underserved  populations. 

The  Council's  association  with  the  New  England  Foundation  for  the  Arts,  a 
Cambridge-based  cultural  consortium,  extends  its  reach  into  smaller  communities. 
The  foundation,  with  support  from  the  six  state  arts  councils  of  New  England, 
sponsors  five  programs: 

New  England  Touring  —  helps  community-based  presenters  book  performances  in 
theatre,  dance,  and  music,  and  be  reimbursed  for  up  to  a  third  of  artist's  fees; 
Visual/ Arts  Media  Touring — assists  museums  and  other  exhibitors  to  cover  the  costs 
of  developing  exhibitions  which  the  foundation  promotes  and  takes  on  tour; 
Meet  the  Composer — supports  public  appearances  by  composers; 
Live  Literature  —  supports  public  readings  by  published  writers  who  live  in  New 
England; 

Contemporary  Projects  —  supports  experimental  art  programs  from  outside  the  region 
which  the  foundation  imports  for  communities. 

"We  need  professional  advice,  especially  on  financial  problems  —  consultants 
to  help  us  as  small  businesses  to  be  more  efficient." 

The  current  membership  of  the  Council  includes  working  artists,  leaders  of 
local  arts  councils,  major  philanthropists,  business  leaders  in  several  fields,  and 
concerned  and  committed  citizens.  The  Council  staff  and  the  membership  of  the 
panels  which  evaluate  grant  applications  are  similarly  diverse.  The  contributions  of 
the  Council,  the  staff,  and  the  panelists  are  employed  in  the  processes  of  planning, 
grant-making,  and  advocacy  for  cultural  development. 

The  Council  also  makes  grants  to  supply  cultural  organizations  with  technical 
advice  through  a  program  called  Professional  Assistance.  This  advice  helps  organi- 
zations stabilize  their  finances  and  improve  their  business  operations. 

The  Council  over  the  years  has  made  a  significant  commitment  to  strengthen 
the  delivery  of  cultural  services  by  community-based  organizations.  As  a  result  of  a

several  of  its  funding  programs  by  region  and  to  evaluate  those  applications  with 
panelists  drawn  from  those  regions.  The  Council  also  substantially  increased  its 
support  for  the  programs  of  local  arts  organizations. 

"The  Council  should  encourage  a  statewide  recognition  that  business  and 
corporate  wealth  should  support  the  arts." 

"The  Council  should  obtain  a  community  fund  for  the  arts  through  which 
industry  can  support  the  arts — they  (industry)  count  on  the  arts  in  this  area  to  draw 
and  hold  personnel.  The  Council  could  be  a  screening  agency  for  corporate  and 
foundation  donors." 

Recognizing  the  relatively  low  level  of  corporate  support  for  the  arts  and 
humanities,  the  Council  with  the  aid  of  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature,  organized 
the  Corporate  Support  Project  in  19  81.  The  project  has  succeeded  in  increasing 
business  giving  to  the  arts,  in  broadening  the  base  of  such  giving,  and  has  helped  to 
create  a  network  of  interested  corporate  leaders  to  plan  and  advocate  for  the  cultural 
life  of  their  communities. 

The  Regional  Corporate  Challenge  program  is  one  aspect  of  the  Council's 
corporate  support  initiative.  Since  1983,  eight  regional  business  committees  have 
been  established.  More  than  1,100  companies  have  been  enlisted  in  the  Berkshires, 
Cambridge,  Franklin  County,  Springfield,  Worcester,  Lowell/Lawrence,  Newton, 
and  Plymouth  and  Barnstable  counties.  Their  contributions  are  routed  directly  to 
local  cultural  organizations  or  united  arts  funds.  The  Council  each  year  matches  new 
contributions  dollar  for  dollar.  This  matching  feature  has  spurred  new  corporate 
support  for  the  arts;  almost  $1  million  has  been  contributed  by  participating  companies 
over  the  past  two  fiscal  years. 

Combined  with  the  Council's  matching  grants  and  other  contributions  from 
members  companies,  three  million  new  dollars  have  been  generated  for  approximately 
150  cultural  organizations  statewide.

The  Greater  Boston  Arts  Fund  is  another  program  within  the  Council's  Corporate 
Support  initiative.  The  Council,  in  collaboration  with  Boston  business  leaders,  helped 
Boston  to  become  the  first  city  to  win  a  local  partnership  with  the  National  Arts 
Stabilization  Fund.  The  national  organization  was  formed  in  1983  by  the  Ford, 
Rockefeller,  and  Mellon  foundations  to  stabilize  the  long-term  financial  and  artistic 
conditions  of  primary  resources  in  the  arts  in  the  United  States. 

Working  with  the  national  fund,  the  Council  assisted  in  founding  the  Greater 
Boston  Arts  Fund  —  an  organization  with  representatives  from  among  the  Boston 
Foundation  and  30  major  corporations  located  inside  Route  128.  A  total  of  $6 
million  in  direct  grants  will  be  made  to  a  select  group  of  small-  and  medium-  size 
cultural  institutions  over  the  next  five  to  seven  years.  Grants  must  be  used  to  retire 
long-term  debts  and  to  build  working  capital  reserves,  and  winning  institutions  must 
meet  demanding  fiscal  and  management  standards. 

The  first  three  stabilization  grants  were  made  in  June,  1985:  $953,124  to  the 
American  Repertory  Theatre  in  Cambridge;  $234,089  to  the  Handel  &  Haydn 
Society  of  Boston;  and  $1  million  to  Boston's  New  England  Conservatory.  A  second 
round  of  grants  were  made  in  December,  1985:  $1  million  to  the  Boston  Ballet;  and 
$3  22,3  29  to  the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  of  Boston. 

Recognizing  the  cash-flow  problems  that  plague  many  cultural  organizations, 
the  Council  seeks  to  amend  Article  46,  Section  2  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to 
the  state  Constitution.  Currently  state  agencies  are  prohibited  from  making  direct 
grants  to  private  organizations.  To  comply  with  the  law,  the  Council  must  award  its 
hundreds  of  grants  in  the  form  of  service  reimbursement  contracts.  The  organization 
must  first  spend  its  own  money  —  often  forcing  it  to  borrow  from  a  private  lending 
institution  —  then  repay  the  loan  with  interest  when  the  Council's  reimbursement 
arrives.  This  process  is  administratively  awkward  and  time  consuming  for  all  parties.

The  Council  has  helped  to  broaden  the  authority  of  two  state  bonding  programs 
to  include  cultural  institutions. 

The  Massachusetts  Industrial  Finance  Agency  can  now  make  tax-exempt  loans 
at  below-market  rates  to  cultural  institutions  located  in  certified  commercial  districts. 
Approved  institutions  must  secure  a  loan  from  a  commercial  lender;  the  state  authority 
then  refinances  the  loan  at  a  lower  rate  with  the  help  of  its  bonding  power.  This 
agency  also  offers  mortgage  insurance  and  loan  guarantees.  Such  loans  have  been 
made  to  the  Children's  Museum  and  the  Museum  of  Transportation,  both  of  Boston. 

Cultural  institutions  can  also  use  the  services  of  the  Massachusetts  Health  and 
Education  Facilities  Authority,  which  makes  low-cost  loans  to  finance  construction 
in  new  or  rehabilitated  facilities.  The  agency's  services  can  also  refinance  old  debts 
due  to  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  the  physical  plant.  Four  cultural  institutions 
have  used  these  services:  WGBH  television,  the  Science  Museum,  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  and  the  Wang  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  in  Boston. 


Recognizing  that  cultural  education  is  inseparable 

from  cultural  development. 

"Education  is  the  greatest  need  in  our  community  relative  to  the  arts  —  constant 
education  —  even  in  a  society  as  affluent  as  ours.  We  need  school  programs  for 
cultural  exposure,  audience  training  and  wider  opportunities  for  family  involvement 
in  all  the  fine  arts  through  serious  education  programs." 

In  1981,  the  Legislature  passed  and  the  Governor  signed  into  law  the  Cultural 
Resources  Act  at  the  Council's  instigation.  In  compliance  with  the  act,  the  Council 
began  a  program  now  called  Cultural  Resources/Open  Door.  The  program  supports 
school  or  community  partnerships  with  cultural  institutions  to  deepen  the  under- 
standing and  involvement  of  children  in  the  arts,  humanities,  and  sciences.  The 
program  also  supports  free  or  discounted  admissions  for  schoolchildren  to  large 
cultural  institutions.

The  Council  has  been  funding  various  artists-in-schools  programs  since  1970. 

Since  1983,  the  Council  has  supported  the  programs  of  the  Institute  for  the 
Arts,  an  arts-in-education  project  of  the  Cultural  Education  Collaborative.  The  Institute 
sponsors  four  programs  including: 

Events — short-term  visits  or  performances  in  schools  by  outstanding  artists  and  arts 
groups; 

Artists-in-Residence  —  working  artists  at  school  sites  for  periods  of  one  to  eight 
months; 

ArtPartnersbips  —  long-term  collaborative  projects  linking  schools,  cultural  institu- 
tions, artists  and  institutions  of  higher  education  to  develop  curriculum  materials  or 
explore  new  approaches  to  art  education  with  children; 

Artist  I  Educator  Interchange  —  collaborations  between  teams  of  school  personnel 
and  artist-teachers  to  develop  new  school  curricula. 

The  Council's  programs  in  cultural  education  exceed  by  far  the  legislative 
mandate;  approximately  a  third  of  the  program  budget  is  spent  on  cultural  education.

"Artists  don't  have  any  place  (like  a  union)  where  we  are  assured  of  anything.  To  be 
a  young  artist  is  not  a  good  position  to  be  in  unless  you  are  willing  to  supplement  it 
with  teaching  or  other  work.  How  can  you  support  a  family  and  live  on  painting? 
There  is  an  assumption  that  artists  not  only  are,  but  ought  to  be,  poor:  art  is 
unimportant,  art  is  fun,  art  is  easy — why  should  anyone  be  paid  for  it?"

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Twenty  percent  of  the  Council's  budget  is  committed  to  artists  and  institutions 
which  present  and  interpret  contemporary  art  to  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts. 

Since  1973,  the  Council-supported  Artists  Foundation,  Inc.  of  Boston  has 
provided  fellowship  awards  —  initially  $3,000,  now  $7,500  —  to  Massachusetts 
artists  working  in  17  artistic  disciplines  to  help  further  their  creative  careers.  To  date, 
the  Foundation  has  awarded  more  than  600  Fellowships  to  artists  in  the  performing, 
visual,  media,  and  literary  arts. 

The  Council  also  makes  grants  to  institutions  presenting  contemporary  work 
with  four  of  its  own  programs: 

Art  Exchange — supports  the  import  of  new  works  of  performing,  visual  arts,  literature 
or  media  art  produced  out  of  state;  the  export  of  new  Massachusetts  works  to  other 
artistic  centers;  and  collaborations  in  which  Massachusetts  artists  participate  in  out- 
of-state  residency  programs,  while  non-resident  artists  come  to  the  Commonwealth 
for  similar  programs. 

MassProductions  —  assists  Massachusetts  artists  to  complete  works-in-progress  in 
design  arts,  film,  video,  photography,  and  radio;  and  present  them  to  the  public  in 
Massachusetts  cultural  institutions. 

New  Works  —  supports  the  creation,  production  and  presentation  of  contemporary 
art  by  bringing  together  artists  and  Massachusetts  cultural  institutions.  Organizations 
may  commission  artists  to  produce  new  works  projects  in  criticism,  dance,  design 
arts,  media  arts,  theatre,  music,  visual  arts,  and  literature. 

Percent  for  Art  —  supports  commissions  or  the  purchase  of  works  of  art  for  public 
buildings  and  spaces.  The  program  is  run  jointly  by  the  Council  and  the  state  Division 
of  Capital  Planning  and  Operations. 

Painter,  art  historian,  and  critic,  Nan  Freeman  has  said:  "in  the  great  foodchain 
of  culture,  the  only  link  that  has  been  weakened  is  the  one  that  supports  it  all;  the 
studio  space;  this  link  is  at  the  breaking  point." 

Beginning  in  1985,  the  Council  has  devoted  considerable  resources  (primarily 
planning  and  advocacy)  to  the  problem  of  dwindling  artist  live/work  space.  The 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  has  estimated  that  some  13,000  artists  left  the 
Northeast  region  in  the  second  half  of  the  1970s.  The  scarcity  of  suitable  working 
space  was  certainly  a  factor  in  that  exodus.  It  is  probable  that  the  migration  has  been 
accelerated  by  the  precipitous  increase  in  the  price  of  housing  in  the  Boston  area  and 
in  other  parts  of  the  state. 

In  response,  the  Council  has  issued  a  contract  to  a  specialist  to  provide  technical 
assistance  to  groups  of  artists  looking  for  studio  space,  and  a  contract  to  a  second 
specialist  to  work  with  private  developers  to  include  artist  space  in  residential  and 
mixed-use  projects. 

The  Council  has  found  an  encouraging  level  of  support  on  the  issue  from  other 
state  agencies,  from  the  office  of  the  mayor  of  Boston,  from  officials  in  other  com- 
munities, and  from  private  developers  and  financiers.  The  complexity  of  the  issues 
involved  is  formidable,  but  the  Council  believes  it  has  made  a  creditable  beginning.

The  New  England  Foundation  for  the  Arts,  Inc. 
of  Cambridge  is  a  regional  consortium  of  the 
state  arts  agencies  of  Connecticut,  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island 
and  Vermont.  The  Council  combines  its  funds 
with  those  of  the  other  five  state  arts  councils, 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  pri- 
vate contributions  to  develop  and  support  tour- 
ing programs  in  the  performing,  visual,  and 
media  arts.  The  Foundation  also  serves  as  a 
regional  research  and  information  center. 

Grants  to  presenters  are  offered  through 
both  the  performing  arts  touring  and  the  visual 


arts/media  touring  programs.  The  grants  provide 
partial  support  for  performers'  or  exhibition 
fees.  Foundation  support  also  helps  develop 
audiences  for  composers  and  published  writers 
by  subsidizing  fees  for  their  readings  and  other 
presentations. 

In  the  1983  fiscal  year,  $344,753  in  Coun- 
cil funds  brought  1,653  events  to  audiences  of 
784,968.  In  the  1984  fiscal  year,  $398,658  in 
Council  funds  brought  701  events  to  audiences 
of  618,102.  In  the  1985  fiscal  year,  $173,349  m 
Council  funds  brought  851  events  to  audiences 
of  1,751,619. 


HE      INSTITUTE      FOR     THE     ARTS 


Initiated  by  the  Council  in  the  1984  fiscal  year, 
the  Institute  is  managed  and  operated  by  the 
Cultural  Education  Collaborative  of  Boston.  Its 
purpose  is  to  ensure  that  cultural  programs  for 
children  hold  a  reliable,  integral,  and  permanent 
place  in  our  public  schools.  The  Institute's  pro- 
grams are:  Events,  bringing  artists  and  perform- 
ers into  schools  for  visits  or  performances; 
Artists-in-Residence,  placing  artists  in  schools 
for  longterm  residencies  during  which  they  cre- 
ate their  own  art  and  work  with  students  and 
teachers;  ArtPartnersbips,  three-way  collabora- 
tions each  linking  a  school,  an  artist-in-resi- 
dence,  and  a  cultural  institution  to  develop  new 
curricula. 

In  the  1984  fiscal  year,  115  artists  were 
employed  by  Institute  programs.  Approximately 
16,000  students  and  over  200  teachers  in  some 
3  5  schools  participated  in  the  Artist-in-Resi- 
dence  program.  Residencies  were  conducted 
by  artists  in  diverse  disciplines  including  film 
animation,  mural  painting,  poetry,  Spanish 
dance,  jazz,  ballet,  video,  and  technical  theatre. 
Some  3,500  students  participated  in  seven 


ArtPartnerships  programs;  and  an  estimated 
180,000  students  attended  200  Events  including 
workshops,  performances,  master  classes,  and 
lecture/demonstrations.  In  all,  approximately 
300  schools,  more  than  150,000  students  and 
nearly  800  teachers  were  involved  in  Institute 
programs. 

In  the  1985  fiscal  year,  the  Institute 
expanded  its  services  and  reach.  More  than  300 
artists  were  employed  by  Institute  programs. 
Approximately  17,000  students,  and  nearly  900 
teachers  participated  in  54  Artist-in-Residence 
programs  across  the  state.  These  included  resi- 
dencies by  dancers,  painters,  filmmakers,  sculp- 
tors, folk  artists,  storytellers,  poets,  composers, 
and  theatre  artists.  An  estimated  7,000  students 
and  340  teachers  participated  in  nine  Art- 
Partnerships  programs;  and  more  than  200,000 
students  and  8600  teachers  participated  in  370 
Events  programs.  Since  its  inception,  the  Insti- 
tute has  reached  over  500,000  students  and 
10,000  teachers  in  more  than  700  schools  and 
has  generated  more  than  $400,000  in  matching 
funds  from  local  sources. 
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RTIST   FELLOWSHIP  PROGRAM 


Each  year  the  Council  funds  fellowships  of 
$7,500  to  fifty  Massachusetts  artists  in  a  pro- 
gram operated  by  The  Artists  Foundation,  Inc. 
of  Boston.  A  second  group  of  finalists  receive 
grants  of  $500.  Awards  were  made  in  13  disci- 
plines through  the  1985  fiscal  year,  including:
